All in a ll w e mar 
keted a crop of about the poorest 
qua lity v a lencia s from the sta nd­ 
point of exterior appearance tha t 
Jve ha v e ev er handled. 
“ This ca n be better understood, 
w e believ e, when w e sta te tha t our 
fruit graded a smaller percentage 
of Sunkist tha n m ost a ny other 
y ear, w ith the exception of y ea rs 
when there w a s extreme damage 
from frost. W hile the fruit w a s not 
a ttra ctiv e in appearance, the ea t­ 
ing qua lity for the m ost part wa s 
good. W e believ e the best ev idence 
of tha t w a s the high prices paid for 
v a lencia s by the trade and consum 
ers throughout the season. W hile 
It is true tha t the 19 28 crop of v a l­ 
encia s handled through the Califor­ 
nia Fruit Growers excha nge wa s 
about BOOO qars short of the 19 27 
crop—and this w a s correspondingly 
true of the entire sta te output—the 
shorta ge, howev er, wa s not su ffi­ 
cient to entirely account for the 
high a v era ge price per box receiv 
ed for the 19 28 crop, a s compared 
with the 19 27 crop.

On March 2nd th ere is to be a celebration of th e 
centennary of th e birth of Carl Sch urz, both in 
th is country and in Germany . 
Sch urz was one of 
th at large group of German immigrants wh o came 
to our country after th e failure of th e Revolution 
of 18 48 and wh o h ave made such a large con­ 
tribution to our American life. 
Men like Sch urz, 
General Franz Siegel, and many oth ers wh o migh t 
be named, brough t with th em th e finest traditions of 
th eir country ,—th e love of liberty , th e sense of 
public obligation, and th e love of culture. 
Wh erever th ese immigrants went th ey left th eir 
impress upon society . 
Th e descendants of th ese 
men are some of th e finest citizens we h ave. 
Sch urz h imself rose h igh in th e councils of th e 
nation. He represented Missouri in th e United States 
Senate and was Secretary of th e Interior in th e 
cabinet of President Hay es. 
His writings were all 
intended to lift th e public life of th e nation into a 
h igh er realm. 
He was one of th e pioneers in th e 
Civil Service Reform movement. 
Wh en h e died in 
19 06 some of th e leading public men of th e country 
spoke at th e great memorial meeting recounting h is 
services to h is adopted country . 
Had Sch urz lived during th e y ears of th e World 
War, no doubt h is h eart would h ave been broken, 
not because h e would h ave h ad any sy mpath y with 
th e military crowd wh ich , in th e earlier y ears, h ad 
ex iled h im from h is native land, but because th ose 
of German blood were so needlessly h urt by th e h y s­ 
teria of th ose war y ears. 
We are glad th at th e 
centennary h as come at a time wh en th is h y steria 
h as passed. 
At th e coming celebration we sh all better be able 
to appreciate th e contribution made to our country 
by th is noble band of ex iles, of wh om Sch urz was 
one of th e most conspicuous.

least to run neck-and-neck with 
th em.
